tie, the score being six to six. 


The game was witnessed by about 
15,000 people, all of whom either sat 
or stood in the rain for three or four 
hours. 


The first team to enter the grounds 


was the U. C. boys with a bear for a 
mascot, and the yells that 
greeted 
them were deafening, and the mass of 
blue and gold that was waved in the 
air would lead one to believe that the 
crimson was not in it. 
This was a 
mistake for a few minutes later when 
the Stanford 
eleven made 
their ap­ 
pearance the noise was as great as be­ 
fore and a wave of crimson 
over­ 
shadowed the blue and gold, 


It was nearly 3 o'clock when the 
teams lined up for the great game, and 
everyone as they looked upon the com 
parative equality of both teams knew 
that there was going to be a fight to 
the finish, and that they would witness 
one of the greatest 
games ever seen 
upon the gridiron in California. 


The 
Stanfords played an excellent 
game and had it not been for Ransome 
and Sherman of the Berkeley team 
they would have beep,victorious. T h e 


Berkeley team plaved well, however, 


for new trietf arirhthey ^have much to 
congratulate tfyerjqselves upon by hav­ 


ing the game a tie. ' A s it was, how 
ever, Ransome came very near winning 
the. game, and, would .have . done so 
had he had any of the Berkeley team 
on hand to interfere and tackle for him 
when he made his long run for the 
Stanford 
goal. 
H e came very near 
doing it and would had not one of 
Stanford's nlaj^rs, ji^onjp^ansO-Tiedid 
not appear to see, grabrjefl^ilnr by the 


legs and itrtoHrefl him down. ' T h e r e 
should have been a Berkeley man there 
at the time, but there was not. 


T h e rain and mud had no dou'>t 
much to do wkh the playing ol some 


of the members of both 
teams. 
Of 
course the old players were used to 
playing in mud and rain, but the new 
ones were 
very 
cautious, and con­ 
sequently 
slow. T h e two coaches, 
Camp and Butterworth declare that it 


was one of the finest games that 
they 
have ever seen played and they have 
nothing but praise for every man who 
played in either 
team. 
We should 
have liked to have seen Berkeley win, 
but are satisfied with a tie as both 
teams are satisfied and everybody en 


joyed a fine game and did not have to 
listen to the crowing of the other 
side.

to improve her streets than had been 


done for a number of years previously. 


There is a great deal to do yet, as the 


town is growing faster than most of 


its residents have any idea of. 


Buildings are being erected in all 


>aits of the town, more so in East and 


North 
Berkeley than elsewhere. A s 


more inhabitants 
come the more is 


good ways of travel needed. 
It is well 


known that there is a great eeal of ter­ 


ritory in this 
University town to be 


filled 
up with 
buildings, and every 


time a new one is erected it means 


street 
improvements in front 
of it. 


This soon gets to demand a whole 


block to be improved, and thus by de­ 


grees the whole town gets into good 


condition as far as the traveling public 


is concerned. 


There is, however, a great deal of 


property yet unimproved and its own­ 


ers delay doing the work which not 


only improves that special ground but 


also adds to the appearance of the 


place. 


There should be work done on many 


of the streets, such as putting in sewers, 


grading, macadamizing and good side­ 


walks. 
Looking after this 
business 


belongs 
to the 
Superintendent of 


Streets. 
During the rainy season there 


will be a great deal of work for him to 


do in the way of repairing 
streets, 
fix­ 


ing sewers and the like. 
At the same 


time there could be such work as cut­ 


ting down trees, bushes, etc. and clean­ 


ing out the gutters done, and then it 


would look more tidy. 


Carrying off the water during the 


very heavy rains is going to be a job i 
that will keep somebody at their 
wit's 


end tor sometime to come and need 


strict and constant 
attention. 
Work 


should be done in a manner that the 


first 
time 
will answer the purpose. 


Berkeley has already suffered too much 


from hurrying to do such a quantity of 


its street work over several times, and 


the expense has been 
large to the 


property owners, and they are beginning 


to find fault with it.
